Of the liflfll) people living in Drowsier, 
more than half reside- in the town of 
Alpine. 
Practically all of this vast 


area is a .semi-desert, mountainous 
country dotted hero and there with 
ranches and mining camps. 


Hauled hy IJamlils 


During the long scries of revolu- 


tions which kept Mexico torn asunder 
for more than ten years, a lawless 
element among the Mexican people 
lock advantage of the chaotic con- 
ditions lo rob and murder at will. Oc- 
rysionally. marauding bands 
would 


cross into the sparsely settled sections 
of the Bin Bond, raid ranches, roll 
minim? camps, and in a few instances, 
American citi/cns were murdered.

were seeking to lake all Ihc benefits 
of recovery and "let the rest of us re- 
vert to the misery of a year ago."

'you will find behind every atlack on 
the president and his policies a spec- 
ial interest which seeks to re-estab- 
lish the advantage it held so long by 
controlling the government." 


His speech was delivered at a Jack- 


son day dinner, events which have 
come to mark the opening of the Dem- 
ocratic campaigns. 


In an indirect reference to the dis- 


putes now darkening the 
recovery 


picture, the chairman said: 


"The men now foremost in their 


stricture.'; oji the course that was tak- 
en are the very men who clamored 
most, loudly for the government to 
take them out of the predicament in- 
to which their own greed had plung- 
ed them. 


"Those people, now that business 


seems to be coming back, want to get 
all the benefits for themselves, and 
let the rest of us revert to the misery 
of a year ago." 


"What lias been done." Farley said, 


" is to turn the tide and start us on 
the upgrade, which course will con- 
tinue unless the selfishness of a few 
short sighted interests is «\blc to put 
blocks in Ihe way, and so delay our 
ultimate return to normal conditions.'

In crossing Accident Deaths Show "Rise 


From Depression 


If there is one thing for which you 


can credit the passing and unlamented 
depression, it is possibly the lower 
rate of deaths from accidents, particu- 
larly accidents from motor cars. 


There were 9000 fewer deaths from 


accidents in 1932 than in 1931, and the 
lowest total was reached since that 
recorded in 1924. 


Today the number of deaths from 


motor vehicles is greater than that of 
suicides and homicides combined. The 
four most common types cf accidental 
•deaths are those from motor vehicles, 
Jails, drowning and burns.

tion. 


Foreign countires are not compared 


easily to the United States in relation- 
ship to motor vehicle accidents, be- 
cause there is a greater number of: 
motor cars in this country. 


In the United States we have one 


Scotland there is one car for every 41 
persons. 


It is interesting to note that 44 per 


cent of the victims' of motor accidents 
were pedestrians and 56 per cent were 
motorists. In the city areas the pe- 
destrians made up 65 per cent of those 
rijured 
and 
the 
motorists 35 _ per 


cent. In rural districts the pedestrians 
made up 32 per cent and the motorists 
68 per cent. 


The figures show definitely that in 


those places where there is a law 
demanding a driver's license there is 
a tendency for the number of motor 
car accidents to drop. 


There seems' to be also an increasing 


carelessness by motorists in relation- 
ship to inhaling carbon monoxide gas 
rrom the exhause. There were only 
123 deaths from this cause in 1924, but 
the number rose to 487 deaths in 1931. 


We must recognize that the coming 


of the machine age has brought new 
hazards to mankind.

Apt to Get Measles 


Most people who get measles recov- 


er from the disease, but in some cases 
complications set in. which arc more 
serious than the original disease it- 
self. Infection of the lungs and of the 
ears may be far more difficult to cure 
than the measles. 


Seventy per cent of the deaths from 


measles occur among children under 
3 years of age. These children, in 
most cases, are poorly nourished or 
sick -with other diseases, 
and 
are 


among the poorer elements of the pop- 
ulation. 


"When measles break out in an asy- 


lum o/ foundling home, the death rate 
may reach as high as 10 or even 20 
per cent. If the disease occurs among 
children in average homes, the death 
rate is much lower. 


As a parent, you should be careful 


to prevent the exposure of infants 
and children under the age of 5 years 
to contact with other children having 
measles. After the fifth or sixth year 
of life, the dangers are much reduced. 


Most cases of measles get well with 


but little special attention. But you 
should put the child to bed and keep 
him in bed until well after the tem- 
perature become snorrnal.

Nevertheless, you may have missed 


this author's words of appreciation of 
his own book, so we may as well dis- 
cuss it here for a time.
